ern Great Lakes region where 
skies generally were cloudy. 


Temperatures in m o s t areas 


from the Rockies eastward to the 
Atlantic coast were mostly in the 
20s and 30s, except over the Flori- 
da peninsula, where they ranged 
from 41 at Jacksonville to 60 at 
Miami and 65 at Key West. Read- 
ings were generally below freezing 
west of the continental divide and 
in the 40s along the Pacific coast.

SAIGON, Indochina (IP)— 


The vanguard of Communist- 
ed Vietminh forces moved 
today into the abandoned 
;own of Thakhek, on the Me- 
tong river border with Thai- 
and, completing a rebel drive 
to cut Indochina in two. 


First reports from the area said 


the Vietminh units that drove bold- 
ly across the country Irom the 
coastal areas of Annam sent light 
elements into Thakhek, previously 
evacuated by the French. 


The withdrawal of the French 


had been announced earlier today 
in » communique from the High 
Command. It said the evacuation 
was* ordered 
to pull as many 


troops as possible together in or- 
der to meet the Vietminh attack. 


Strike Either Way 


Vietminh occupation of the town. 


240 miles south of Hanoi, would 
give the rebels a base from which 
to strike either north or south 
along the Mekong River. The Viet- 
minh began their lightning thrust 
across the country four days ago. 


The invasion of Laos from An- 


nam followed repeated offers from 
Vietminh chief Ho Chi Minh for a 
negotiated peace in-.theseven-year- 
old Indochina war. The French at- 
titude toward the Vietminh propos- 
als is that they have not been of- 
ficially communicated and that 
consequently they will be Ignored. 


Main Defense 


Gen. 
Henri Navarre, 
French 


commander in Indochina, is ex- 
pected to set up his main defense 
line along the Mekong south of 
Thakhek in order to defend Savan- 
nakhet, a provincial capital 80 
miles to the south. 


The French, must keep Savanna- 


khet and its airport, the only air- 
base in Laos capable of handling 
heavy transport planes, in order to 
bring in troops and war supplies to 
the defenders of the area. 


The handful of French living in 


Thakhek already have been evac- 
uated to Savannakhet. 


A disptach from the Thailand 


capital of Bangkok reported the 
government has declared a state 
of emergency in nine northern and 
northeastern states adjoining Indo- 
china and Burma as a result of the 
Vietminh offensive. 


The .dispatch said the declara- 


tion was issued after a conference, 
of Cabinet members and high mili- 
tary officers decided the Indo- 
Chinese situation 
constituted a 


threat to Thailand's sovereignty. 
Thakhek i* just across the river 
from the Thailand town of Lakhon.

Another child, Anthony. 3. was 


found shivering in the apartment. 


Neighbors s u m m o n e d to the 


Jones apartment by screams of 
the mother as she discovered her 
dead child notified police. 


Coller said Mrs. Jones told him 


she has two other children living 
with her mother In Mississippi. Her 
husband and she are separated, 
ah* said.

AUGUSTA, Ga. </P)—President Eisenhower today or- 


dered a progressive reduction of U. S. ground forces in 


Korea and announced that two army divisions will be re- 
turned to this country soon "as an initial step." 


In a statement issued at his vn 


cation headquarters here. Eisen- 
hower declared: 


"The fighting in Korea was end- 


ed by an armistice which has now 
been in effect five months. We do 
not need as much ground strength 
there now as when there was 
fighting. That is the more true be- 
cause of the capabilities of the Re- 


Legless Vet 
Beaten by 
Teenagers 


LONG BEACH, Calif. OB—A spe- 


cial squad of detectives has been 
assigned to investigate the brutal 
Christmas day beating of a leg- 
less Korean war veteran by a pack 
of young hoodlums. 


Charles J. Baker, 23, who not 


only left his legs in Korea but also 
the fingers of both hands, was set 
upon by five or six youths as he 
was going home from a visit to his 
uncle's home. 


He told sheriff's deputies that 


while he was driving in his special- 
ly equipped amputee's car another 
automobile forced him to the r.lde 
of the road in the nearby Artesia 
district. He said he was dragged 
from his car by the youths and 
after being beaten was robbed of a 
new wrist watch and $10. 


''1 told them I didn't have any 


fingers or legs and that I had been 
in the war but hey were all cursing 
and yelling' and hitting me with 
their fists," Baker told & reporter, 


One of his artificial legs was al- 


most torn off by the attackers. He 
was treated for numerous bruises 
and abrasions at an emergency 
hospital after a friend happened 
by and gave him aid. 


Baker and his wife, Bernice, 


have an 8-month-old baby daugh- 
ter. 


Reds Angry 
At Ending of 
POW Talks 


FANMUNJOM W—The two Com- 


munist members of the Korean 
repatriation commission have ac- 
cused the other three ^members of 
a "very serious violation" of "in- 
ternational agreements" in ending 
efforts to win prisoners home, the 
official Peiping radio said today. 


The charge was in a statement 


issued by the Czech and Polish 
members which was broadcast by 
the Chinese Red radio. 


The Red delegates were angered 


by the majority decision of India, 
Sweden and Switzerland to end the 
90-day explanation period at mid- 
night last Wednesday. 


The Czechs and' Poles termed 


the decision "an arbitrary inter- 
pretation" "of the armistice agree- 
ment.. ... 


The Communists have Insisted 


that there should be 90 days of 
actual 
explanations. They 
had 


talked with anti-Red Chinese and 
North Koreans only nine days dur- 
ing the period which began in 
September, and accused the Allies 
of obstructing the explanations. 


The repatriation commission's 


ruling agreed with the U.N. Com- 
mand position — that the -truce 
agreement set a 90-day period 
available for Interviews rather 
than specifying 90 daya of actual 
interviews.

Say Reds Oppose 
Meeting Site But 
Will Accept Berlin 


, MOSCOW UP) — Informed 
Western sources reported to- 
day the Soviet Union has .re- 
jected the proposed Jan. 4 
date for a meeting of the Big 
Four foreign ministers in 
Berlin1 and proposed instead 
Jan. 25 or later. 


Western diplomatic sources said 


the Soviets stated there were "ad- 
ministrative difficulties" 
in the 


way of the Jan. 4 date proposed by 
the West on Dec. 8. 


The Soviet counterproposal was 


given in notes delivered to the U.S., 
British and French ambassadors 
in Moscow at noon. The notes were 
reported very brief. They have not 
yet been officially published* 


The sources added the Soviets 


also appeared to object to .the 
Western proposal that the Berlin 
conference be held In the former 
Allied Control Authority building, 
in the American sector of the di- 
vided city. 


Short Notice 


It was reported the Russians pro- 


posed instead that the four high 
commissioners in Germany confer 
in advance on an alternative site. 


The Soviets, however, are still 


willing to meet in Berlin, which 
was originally their suggestion. 
They had previously agreed to,tht 
Idea of a four-power conference but 
did not specify a date. 


The Soviet note, coming only to- 


day, gives the West'short notice 
for altering the Jan. 4 plan. It was 
believed here that the delay in the 
Russian reply might have been 
caused by uncertainty-over the re- 
cent prolonged French presidential 
election. 


Want Big 5. 


In their last note, the Western 


powers suggested that the ques- 
tions of Germany and Austria be 
discussed at tl\e parley .but let the 
way open for the Soviets to bring 
up any other questions.- 


The Russians want a. big five 


meeting with Red China taking 
part. 


Western spokesmen have mads 


(I clear publicly they would like 
to limit the proposed conference to 
consideration of the long-delayed 
German .and Austrian treaty set- 
tlements. 


Won't Change 


Allied sources have stressed that 


the West .has no intention of chang- 
ing its known position of the cen- 
tra! isaue of German reunification: 
That 
free 
nationwide elections 


must come before formation of an 
all-German government. R u s s i a 
has demanded just the opposite: 
An all-German government and 
then elections.

exterior also makes a partition in- 
side to divide the living room from 
the large kitchen-family room. Two 
front doors lead into the house; 
one into the living room, the other 
into the kitchen-family room, to 
cut down traffic. Stationary glass 
panels form a continuous wall-for 
both living areas. Below the glass 
are screened wood louver panels 
which can be cranked open for 
ventilation. 


What catches the mother's eye 


is the kitchen-family room. The 
appliances are grouped convenient- 
ly at one end. The other end offers 
space for reading, televiewing and 
a long storage closet which is 
screened off by a folding bamboo 
door. A glass wall at the end of 
this room looks out on a small, 
play yard fenced in plywood pan- 
els. 
. 


Bedrooms and bath are sepa- 


rated from the living area by a 
wide corridor 
which has 
more 


storage space along the sides. What 
seems to me to be a work-saving 
feature is that the washer-dryer is 
housed in an alcove across from 
the bathroom door and adjacent to 
the linen shelves. 


• Even the bathroom has 
such 


high-priced custom features as a. 
lavatory basin set in a plastic- 
topped counter and a king-sized 
medicine cabinet with sliding, mir- 
rored doors. The bathtub alcove is 
plastic-tiled. 


Lighting fixtures especially de- 


signed by Goodman are both hand- 
some and practical. The one in the 
bathroom, for example, combines 
a bullet light for direct lighting 
with a ceiling reflector for indirect 
illumination. Another noteworthy 
feature is the flooring. Plywood 
parquet which looks almost as 
plush as inlaid hardwood is used 
for most of the house. In the kitch- 
en area asphalt tile in a special 
design of black-spattered effect on 
white ground suggests a terrazzo 
floor. 


To gear the house for cold- 


weather living, insulated glass will 
be used for the glass walls. Insu- 
lated plywood panels will replace 
aluminum screens below the glass 
during winter. Fiberglass insula- 
tion is used for sidewalls and ceil- 
ing for any climate.

Sec Trade With Red China as 


Inevitable and Desirable 


Not too many weeks ago the topic of Britain's trade .with 


Red China was much in the news. What was atissue was 
not trade in strategic materials, since this had been cut oil 
long before, but traffic in nonstrategic goods. 
. 
The Eisenhower administration did not spell out at that 


particular time its attitude toward such trade. But there 
is no secret about it. This government beheves that .some 
trade in nonstrategic materials between the free West and 
the Communist East is not only inevitable but desirable. 


The reasons for this view are numerous. In the first 


place, Western nations get products like timber and gram 
can- 
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, 
id some metals from behind the Iron Curtain. Th^e can- 


not be obtained at anything like so advante geous a.price ou t- 
side the Soviet orbit. Indeed, they cannot be obtained at all 
in many regions. 
, 
. 
. ^ff 
' 
, Secondly, the trading Western nations have been cut off 


from natural and complementary trading relations with the 
East. When the Iron Curtain dropped, it threw these rela- 
tions into chaos. Our government recognizes the necessity 
of these countries finding markets for their substantial out- 
put of exportable manufactured goods. 
If new markets are not available in America and else- 


where, it is understandable that these trading powers will 
seek to restore at least some of their East-West trade- 
without giving aid to Communist military effort or prepara- 


' Thirdly, to cut off all trade with the East is to force the 


Chinese and all the European satellites further and further 
into Russia's cutches. A complete trade barrier would make 
them helpless pawns of Moscow, whereas it is declared Amer- 
ican policy to woo the sotellites gradually away from Russia. 


In this connection. Warren Lee Pierson, chairman of the 


U. S. Council of the International Chamber of Commerce, 
pointed out recently that some experts feel we have already 
shut off too much traue with the East. He said we have re- 
jected political containment— the idea of merely holding Rus- 
sia to its present territorial gains — in favor of a goal of ul- 
timate liberation. But in squeezing East-West trade so se- 
verely, w e appear t o b e still practicing " " 
" 


ment.It is an old axiom that trade opens the way to wider 
exchange of ideas, cultural practices, even political ways of 
doing. 


Even if America could absorb all the products the rest 


of the West could export, there still would thus be solid argu- 
ment for maintaining trade with the East as a lever against 
the crushing weight of Communist tyranny. 


These are some of the things we ought to bear in mind 


when anyone makes the seemingly attractive point that we 
should have no dealings at all with anyone inside the Red 
domain.

In the next 50 years advertising saw great changes. 


Size, type and illustrations all grew larger, but many ads 
still appeared on the front page.

The Doctor Says: 


Lung Removal Saves Lives 
In Linig-Ailnieiit Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JORDON. 51. D. 


Mrs. D. writes that she has 


bronchloctasis and would like a 
discussion of the subject, particu- 
larly the relation of climate and al- 
titude to the condition. 


It is probably safe to say that 


the 
victim 
of 
bronchicctasis 


would benefit somewhat from re- 
siding in a warm, dry climate. An 
extremely high altitude would quite 
likely be undesirable since it might 
put an additional strain on the 
heart and lungs. 


Bronchicctasis is a condition in 


which the small pockets in the 
lungs, which are normally filled 
with air when a person breathes, 
are broken down, enlarged, and 
filled with mucus fluid or semi- 
solid material. It is commonly 
the result of long-continued cough 
left over from broncho-pneumonia, 
lung abscess, or similiar infections 
of the breathing system. 


The sumptoms of bronchiectasts 


are generally like those of any oth- 
er irritation in the lungs. Chronic 
cough, usually with a fairly heavy 
mucus sputum, sometimes having 
a foul odor, is common. The diag- 
nosis depends on special examina- 
tions, including X-rays. Also, the 
use of a remarkable instrument 
called a bronchoscope is frequently 
helpful. 


Once bronchiectasis has been 


diagnosed, treatment should not 
be long delayed. The first step is 
to see if the condition which pro- 
duced the Bronchiectasis is still 
active and to use whatever means 
are possible to attack the underly- 
ing cause. 


SURGERY SAVES MANY 


The medical treatment of bron- 


chicctasis has not been highly suc- 
cessful, at least until recently. 
However, penicillin or into anti- 
biotic relatives, if given early 
enough, seems to be helpful. 


The other method of treatment 


which is satisfactory for many of 
those with bronchiectasis, especial- 
ly when the condition Is advanced. 
Is surgery. The part of the lung 
affected with bronchiectasis can

ChrlMinns Toys 


Another safety precaution: put away a few of 


your child's Christmas toys. Children who often receive a great num- 
ber of toys for Christinas are likely to lose interest quickly when they 
play with all of them. There is also a danger that toys in numbers are 
apt to bo stepped on, leading to 
possible breakage of the toy and 
injury to the child. Little children 
confused when they have too many 
choices of toys. So. if favorite un- 
cles or aunts have given your child 
too many toys, put some away. His 
interest in them will last longer 
if you do. And, too. he'll have 
something "brand new" to play 
with a month or so after Christ- 
mas. 


If a toy is too old for a child, 


put it away until he Is old enough 
to appreciate it. For example, a 
soft, fuzzy animal is not suitable 
for a baby who puts everything in 
his mouth. Store such a toy until 
he is past the "everything in the 
mouth' stage. 


Similarly. well-Illustrated chil- 


dren's storybooks are right for a 
three or four year old. but a young- 
er child is likely to tear and chew 
the pages. Store the books until lie 
is old enough to enjoy the illustra- 
tions and not damage the book. 


Wear Glovm 


Be sure to wear leather gloves 


when handling fiberglass Christ- 
mas tree decorations (commonly 
called angel's hair). Fiberglass 
splinters can make your hands 
sore and cause .infection if not 
cared for.

The New Year is approaching, so 


why not make some resolutions 
about carrying out your household 
business in a more routine. Halls- 
factory way. Two suggestions: have 
and keep a household inventory up 
to date. The place for safe-keeping 
is, of course, your safety deposit 
box. Our office has the blanks 
which wo will be most happy to 
furnish to anyonc_writlng to us or 
propping in to ask for one. They 
come from the University of Illi- 
nois. The blanks assist you by sum- 
marizing the equipment and fur- 
nishings in each room of your 
home, helping you to evaluate its 
worth, its age, credit for repairs 
and additions to it. Such an inven- 
tory would be of unostimablc value 
should >ou experience loss through 
a fire, a storm, or a theft. You will 
also experience the satisfaction of 


knowing something of the value of 
the things you have accumulated 
in your home. It can also furnish 
a valuable record on winch to base 
the amount of insurance you should 
have. 


Tho second suggestion: keep a 


household account book. The habit 
of keeping accounts can be very 
gradually developed, but one hahlt 
that can pay off great dividends to 
the homcmaker in evaluating the 
job she Is doing. She can see where 
the money goes, how it is being 
divided 
between clothing, food, 


home furnishings, equipment, re- 
creation, services, etc. 


The home account book devel- 


oped for u.so in our extension work 
has a small cost of 25 cents to co- 
ver its cost of printing, but is de- 
veloped to simplify the job of ac- 
count keeping as much as possible. 
Homo accountants can be most 
helpful when it comes to income 
tax time. 


Rural families who wish may co-

weekend holiday over, 237 persons 
have been killed in traffic acci- 
dents. That is more than in the

during last 


year's record toll of 556 in the 
four day Christmas holiday. Last 
year's total lor the first 33 hours 
was 225. 
-..The nation's violent accidents 
since 6 p.m. Thursday have taken 
the lives of 285 persons. In addi- 
tion to the 237 traffic fatalities. 25 
persons perished in fires and 23 
others were killed-in miscellaneous 
accidents. 


Mo*t Tragic 


-The National Safety Council had 
estimated 510 persons would be 
killed in traffic accidents alone 
during the 78-hour period ending at 
midnight Sunday. 
,'jBut Ned H. Dearborn, council 
president, noting the rising toll 
during the first 24 hours of the 
holiday, said: 


"Unless motorists put on the 


brakes, it's going to be the most 
tragic Christmas in history for 
traffic accidents." 
' Fairly pleasant winter weather 
prevailed over most of the country 
yesterday and millions of motor- 
ists headed for the highways. Icy 
streets in some sections of the 
Midwest, Rocky Mountain region 
arid the Northeast made driving 
conditions hazardous, resulting in 
hundreds of accidents. 


No Tree Fires 


.Traffic deaths this year have 
averaged about 102 every 24 hours.
